This morning about 11:45, a report- 
er of T H E SENTINEL noted the well 
known plotted horse of Senator Fos- 
ter, of the Journal^ ridden by 
stranger at full gallop, who on seeing 
the reporter reined in and proclaimed 
that Mr. Foster had committed sui- 
cide. The reporter at once hastened 
to Mr. Foster's residence, No 134 East 
Berry street, and before 
reaching 
the residence noted the excited aspect 
of affairs. A crowd of persons filled 
the vard and stood on the sidewalk. 


THE 
SENTINKL 
repiesentative, 
as 
usual, was the first reporter on the 
ground, and ascending the stairs to 
the second floor of the house, occu- 
pied by Mr. Foster's family, he was 
met by Hon, S E Sinclair aod Judge 
J. 0. Beeks, associate editor of the 
Journal^ who briefly stated the partic- 
ulars of the sad tragedy. 


It appears that Mr. Foster, since 
his unfortunate escapade of a few 
months ago, and which need not now 
be touched ou at length, had abHlaio 
ed courageously from the 
use of 
liquor, which was his worst eneray, 
until Saturday 
nij^ht 
ii^at after 
the convention, io which so . e of hi^^ 
political hopes and aspirations had 
suffered a defeat. 
He consequently 
commenced to drink and, while not 
exhibiting outwardly any intoxica 
tion, he has aince been under the in- 
fluence of liquor to a m )re or less ex- 
tent. 
Yesterday he drank heavily, 
but appeared as uaual this morning 
about 8 o'clock at his place of busi- 
ness. He went out of the office a 
number of times to engage in repro 
torial labor and came back at fre«. 
quent intervals and wrote out his 
notes for publication. 
Shortly after 
11 o'clock he left the office to go to 
the court house in search of informa- 
tion regarding the meeting of the 
republican congressional committee, 
which met in the United States court 
room at 11 o'clock or before. Shortly 
afterward he was met by Sheriff" Cos 
grove mounted on his horse, and an 
excited conversation occurred between 
the two men relative to an item re 
garding oflScial prin.ing offensive to 
the sheriff' which appeared in last 
night's Journal. 
Mr. Cosgrove de- 
manded a retraction, and Mr. Foster 
would give him no satisfaction. Mr 
Foster then rode away on his horse in 
the direction of his home. 
Mr. J. C 
Beeks, his associate, noticed him en 
route home shortly after 11 o'clock, 
and supposed he was going home to 
lie down. 
He had siortly before 
asked Mr. E. L. Chittenden to assist in 
the editorial labors and said 
that 
he might 
not come down 
after 
dinner. Beaching home, Mr. Foster 
staked his horae and ascended to the 
bed room back of his sitting room, 
occupied by himself, wife and little 
son. Mr. and Mrs. John Wh'teoccuN 
py the lower portion of the house, 
and shortly after Mr. Foster had as- 
cended she heard what she first sup- 
posed to be the fall of a window sash, 
but which was the sharp crack of a 
revolver. Just at this time Mrs. Fos- 
ter came hocne to dinner and went up 
stairs. Her shriek of terror brought 
Mrs. White up 
stairs, and there 
stretched on the cot bed usually oc- 
cupied by his son, lay Foster, the 
blood oozing from a bullet wound 
about two inches above the outer 
angle of the right eye, near the coro> 
nai sucture. The ball evidently took 
downward course penetrating the 
brain and lodging over the left eye. 
He was dead. Mrs. White hastened 
across the street to Be v. Dr. Moffat's 
residence and summoned that gentle- 
oian, who arrived and took from Mr. 
Foster's hand the weapon with which 
the shooting had been done. It is a 
revolver of cheap make, carrying a 
ball of 32 calibre, 
dtder the pillow 
was a half filled flask of whisky whivh 
spoke volnmes. The ooroner and. his

ed everywhere. 
Various 
theories 
were advanced for the inspiration of 
the man's self-slaughter. 
In an in- 
terview with Mr. J. C. Beeks, of the 
Journal^ that gentleman said that Mr. 
Foster's business affa^s were in ex- 
cellent shape and that the amount of 
his indebtedness would net exceed 
$26. 
Only a few days ago, deceased 
told Mr. Beeks that he had paid for 
stock and material ahead. 
So far as 
known there was no mortgage on the 
Journal o&ce. 
Mr. Foster's conduc 
this morning was dot that of a brood- 
ing and despondent man. 
For half 
an hour he chatted pleasantly with 
his wife, who was busily at work 
making up the out of town mail. 
Other people who met him, notably 
Mart Bulger, E. L. Chittenden and a 
reporter of this paper can testify as to 
his demeanor as being calm and imper 
turbable as is customary with him. 
He was not in the habit of carrying 
weapons on his person. 


This morning, Mr. Foster went to 
the south depot and meeting Mike 
Kelly, said to him : "My hiends 
have all deserted me, Kelly ; politically 
yon and I are enemies, but personally 
am willing that we should 
be 
friends.'' 
He said this calmly and 
walked away. 


This morning, Mrs. Foater said m 
presence.of Mr. Murray Hartnett and 
others that a few days ago, her hus- 
band expressed to her his intention to 
take laudanum, and queried: "Will 
you see that I am pumped out if I 
do?" Mrs. Foster said soothingly, she 
would. Last night, Foster was feeling 
^oiy, the result of excessive drink 
ing, and his wife remained home with 
him, not going to the wedding of her 
iniiinate friend Miss McDonald, as 
she teared that Tom would put his 
expressed intention of suicide into ex- 
ecution. 


Several days ago, Mr. Foster was 
reading a paper relating to the various 
means of self destruction resorted to 
by suicides and said te Mr. Beeks: 
"Jim, this suicide would be an easy 
way to end one's life, wouldn't it ?" 


We are inforilied that lately Mr. 
and Mrs. Foster's family relations 
have been most pleasant though some 
months ago there were decided differ- 
ences which neariy led to a separa- 
tion. 


At the coroner's inquest were Mrs. 
John White, Murray Hartnett, Bev. 
D. W. Moffat and Judge J. 0. Beeks, 
who testified in substance as above. 
The verdict was that the deceased 
came to his death by reason of a pi»H 
tul wound, inflicted by his own hand, 
while laboring under temporary in- 
sanity, superinduced by the excessive 
use of intoxicants. 


Mrs. Foster was this afternoon in a 
hysterical condition, but occasionally 
nerved herself to speak calmly and 
give direction as to details. She is a 
little woman of a great deal of reso- 
lution. 


The deceased, Thomas J. Foster, 
was born March, 19,1847, in Hancock 
county, Ohio. August 21, 1870, he 
was martied to Miss McConahy, of 
Van Wert, Ohio, who survives him 
with a ton, Lee, nine years of age. 
Some seventeen years ago Mr. Foster 
attended school at Carey, Ohio, with 
O. L. Perry, of this city. An uncle 
of deceased, Dr. Foster, still resides at 
Carey, and was telegraphed to this 
afternoon by Mr. Perry. 
About fif- 
teen years ago deceased removed to 
this county 
and 
has resided 
at 
Monroeville 
where 
he 
published 
the Democrat^ and New Haven where 
he ran the Palladium^ now defunct. 
He then came to this city two years 
ago, and with J. W. Cope, purchased 
the Weekly Journal of S. S. Ludlum. 
Afterward he purchased Mr. Cope's 
interest. Last January, Mr. Foster 
started the Daily Journal^ a penny 
paper. 
We believe Mr. Foster also 
conducted a demoeratic paper, called 
the Free Press^ during the Greeley 
campaign. 
Four years ago he was 
elected state senator on the demo% 
era tic ticket, after having served two 
terms 
as 
representative. • At 
the 
convention 
last 
Saturday, 
Dr. L. S. Null, of New 
Haven, 
was nominated to succeed Mr. Foster. 


T H E SENTIVSL extends its sinoerest 
condolences

The arrangements for the funeral 
have not been completed owing to the

LOUIS, June 23 —A dispatch 
from Findlay, III,, says that a terri 
ble storm visited this place last night 
Three men, Charles G Senseny, of 
Fort Wayne, Ind, John G. Wilson 
and Charles Holmes were instantly 
killed by lightning. 


A special from Springfield, Mo. 
says it is reported that Mrs. Henrietta 
Randall, aged thirty-three,' wife of 
James B. Bandall, a machinist 
ployed by ihe Fresco Bailroad com 
pany, committed suicide by hanging 
herself to a small oak tree in the back 
yard. Her children were asleep in 
bed and the husband absent at the 
time. 
The suicide was caused 
by 
mental aberration, Mrs. BandHll hav 
ing lost the power of speech above a 
whisper some time ago, since when 
she has been much troubled 
with 
nervousness 
She left a note, which 
reads as follows: 


"The curse of God was upon me 
years ago. I uttered a sentence that 
was long ago forgotten until 
tbe 
other week, and it came like a clap 
of thunder. 
My children know noth- 
ing but the quarrel. 
They cannot be 
governed at all. The last few weeks 
light of love has gone out of their 
eyes. Poor Jim goes to work every 
day, and thinks he is at work, but I 
know that there is' no more to come 
in from his work. Some one will 
care for him, for it's not his fault. 
He is what he is. If I can, I will put 
myself and children out of the way 
this night. I would give the whole 
world to take back the awful words. 
No one was ever so wicked as I have 
been. He was always good and kind 
to me, but in the last few weeks his 
love is dead. Our home was a happy 
one in the years gone by. I am lost 
forever. Signed, 


"HENRIETTA BANDALL." 
"P. 8.—God only knows why I said 
that awful thing. I have suffered a 
burning conscience for weeks.

The Bandalls came from Centralia, 
Ills.

The Common Council of the City of Fort 


Wayne do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. There shall be provided a 
public pound, at some convenient and 
suitable point In the City of Fort Wayne, 
which shall be of sufficient siz» for the 
purpose intended. It shall be surrounded 
by a strong wall or fence; said wall or 
fence to be constructed of brick or other 
snitable material. 
Said w-ili or fence 
shall be not less than seven feet in height 
with only one opening or entrance, to be 
secured by a substantial door that can- 
not be opened excepting by the person 
authorized for that purpose. There shall 
be affixed to some comspicuous part of 
sala door a slgo with the words, "l*nblic 
Pound," painted thereon. It shall ba the 
dnty of the Common Council of the City 
of Fort Wayn© to provide said pound and 
to cause to be erected therein, proper 
buildings for the storage of hay and feed, 
stalls for horses and cattle, and pens for 
swine, goats and geese; and also to pro- 
vide suitable watering troughs for the 
purpose of watering such anim iJs as may 
be impounded in said pound 


Sec. 2. It shall be the dnty of the Com- 
mon Council to elect, in the manner pro- 
vided in the charter of said Citjr, on the 
nomination of the Mayor, some suitable 
person a«« Pound Master of the City ot 
k'ort Wayne, who shall di>vote his entire 
time to the dutlesof his office and (o such 
otrer duties in addition thereto as the 
Common Council may, from time to time, 
by ordinance or 
resolution, direct; said 
j.oundmaster shall be vested witn vhe 
same powers iu the apprehension and ar- 
ot persons violating this ordinal

or any ordtniince or by-law of the Com-

Sec. 4. If any horse, c.attle, sheep, goat, 
swine or geese shall be found running at 
large witiiln'he corporate limits oi tne 
City of Fort Wayne, contrary to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, it shall be the 
duty of the Pound Master to take the 
same into custody and to impound the 
same

the pound master the sum of one dollar, 
together with fifty cents per day for every 
day such an mal shall be kept by the 
poiindmaster.

name of the owner. If known, or when 
ascertained, and the day and hour when 
impoun- ed, keeping In said book au ac- 
curate account and record of all his do- 
ings and (>rocee<llug iu the premises. At 
the end of eacli ancf every month he shall 
make a full report to the Common Coun- 
cil of said city t)f vtll his doings and of all 
moneys by him collected under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, which report 
shall be verified by oath. He shall pay 
all moneys paid to or (ollected by him 
under the provision- s of this ordinance to 
tbe Treasurer of said city, for the use of 
said city, and the Treasurer's reo-eU t for 
the same shall accompany each monthly 
leport. 


Sec. 6. Tlie City Marshal shall keep in 
his office a book to be called the ''Com- 
plaint Book," and to be provided by the 
city. In which he snail enter all com- 
plaints made to him in regard to animals 
found running at large contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance, giving the 
name and residence ol the complainant. 
Any citizen may enter for himself a com- 
plaint in said book. It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police, or 
ny member ot 
the police fo ce, or the Marshal of said 
city, to givft said poundmaster, either by 
personKT notice, or by entering the same 
III the complaint b'-ok, notice of all ani- 
mals seen by them running at large in 
t he streets or alleys of the city, in viola- 
tion of this ordina'.ce. It- shall be the 
dutv or the poundmaster to dally inspt-c) 
the'book of complaints, and to give im- 
mediate attention to all complaints there- 
in entered, or that may be made to him- 
self In person.

Any person or persons who 
shall hinder, obstruct or delay the pound-

At ordinary temperA'ure a pint of 
water will contain a pint of carbonic 
acid gas, and sever 1 pi< ta of ammo- 
nia. This capacity is nearly doubled 
by reducing the temperature to that 
of ice. Hence, water kept in the 
room awhile is always unfit for use, 
and should often be renewed wbe^her 
it has become warm or not. And for 
the same ref^son the water in a pump 
stock should all be pumped out in 
the morning before any is used. 


That which has stood in the pitcher 
over night is not fit for cooking pur- 
poses in the morning. 
Impure water 
is quite as injurious to the health as 
impure air, aad every person should 
provide the means of obtaining fre-sb, 
pure water for all domestic uses.
